Dr. Foo expressed no surprise at 
the signing of the agreement when 
his views were solielted on the sub- 
Jeet. In fact, he sald, according. to| 
iis personal observation, it was some- 
thing to be expected. ‘The Far East- 
ern policy of Herr Hitler, since he 
came into power in Germany, has 
been directed against Soviet Russia 
whieh, at the same time, has been 
the imaginary foe of Japan in all her 
military’ preparations. On the other 
hand, Dr, Foo sald, Russia's defence 
work both in Burope and in Siberia 
hhave been executed ‘on’ the supposi- 
lon of such an anti-Communist pact 
between Japan and “Germany.—Cen- 
tral’ News.

‘The “North-China Daily News" has.

CHINESE PRESS LAW 
REVISED 


Six Years Inoperative Act 
Made More Reasonable 


Nanking, Nov. 27. 

Several important revisions to the 
Press Law, calculated to give more 
freedom to the publishing business, 
were passed by the Legislative Yuan 
ata general meeting this morning. 
‘The local police authorities no longer 
will have the power to give warning 
to, or exact fine from publishers, the 
laiter being responsible to the Court 
authorities only.

‘ed, nor will it be necessary” any

Roy Scouts are expected to do 
one good deed a day. ‘They are 
in a more enviable position than 
the Dictator who is expected to 
produce at Ienst one full-sized poli- 
tical hare out of his hat once a 
month. If the Scout's good deed 
is not forthcoming, he is not likely 
to be unduly pressed by higher 
authority which recognizes that a 
healthy youthful mind has its full 
share of wickedness. But the Dic- 
tator having acquired a hat beyond 
the normal size, for reasons well~ 
known to haters, is not allowed 
to forget his obligations. This 
affords some explanation -of ‘the 
dimiculty experienced by dictatorial 
xeeretariats in reducing — their’ 
chiefs’ periodical outbursts to the 
proper terms of consistency usu- 
ally prescribed for statesmanship. 
In. the beginning of September 
Herr Hitler startled the world and 
fulfilled the requirements of his 
order by announcing at Nurem~ 
berg his conviction that the peace 
of Germany and of other countries 
was in imminent danger from the 
spread of Communism. — Two 
months later, Signor Mussolini at 
Milan, after Count Ciano had 
visited Berlin to confirm the Italo- 
German entente arising out of the 
agreement signed in July, echoed 
the German Leader's anti-Commun- 
ist fury. Now, fearful lest these 
bombastic pronouncements should 
fail to make European flesh creep, 
the two Fascist countries appear to 
have brought within their orbit the 
inilitaristically Inclined Govern- 
ment of Japan, Fortunately for 
‘Tokyo, Japan has not yet conceived 
the notion of setting up a personal 
dictatorship. It may be assumed 
therefore, that whatever harm may 
accrue from the triangular pact, 
Japan will be less open to material 
damage than either of her two as 
sociates. Looking at recent re- 
cords, it is clear that, in the dicta~ 
torial code, the notion of being 
hampered by a sigmed document or 
spoken pledge is no more oppres-~ 
sive than the emphasis laid by 
inferior statesmen on the virtue of! 
consistency. Japan can sedately 
assure herself that in her new 
company she can full its obliga~ 
tions strictly on the selective prin 
ciple, In short, she will use her 
own judgment whether, at the 
proper time, she is called upon to 
perform the evolutions® apparently 
stemanded of her. 

‘The technique which dominates 
this crusade against Communism is 
quaintly familiay, It is governed 
iy the determination to see red 
in every direction where com- 
laisant acceptance of the wisdom 

the Fascist method is not dis 
verned, Not content with analyzing 
the Idiosynerasies of home-grown 
Communists, as conveniently stu 
died in the concentration camp, the 
crusaders are ready to pass juds- 
ment on manifestations — which, 
im foreign states, appear to them 
to be the product of Red Fever, ‘The 
‘extension of this fantasy to Chi 
as swiftly landed its promoters 
in diMculty. Japan has carefully 
explained that the trouble in 
Suiyuan is not to be laid at her! 
door. The Mongolian and Man- 
choukuoan invaders may be armed 
from Japanese arsenals, supplied 
‘vith munitions from " Japanese 
sources and officered by Japanese 
volunteers, but that does not imply 
Japanese responsibility for the 
attack which the Central Govern 
tient of China has directed its 
forees in Suiyuan to. resist—an 
urder now being carried out with 
some degree of success. Here again 
the Red Fever uncomfortably asserts 
itself for Japanese spokesmen— 
including the vigilant authorities of 
the Kwantung Army—declare that 
the Mongolians and —Manchou 
Auoans ave fighting against Com- 
munists. This is very bewildering 
for it suggests that the forces of the 
Chinese Government with whom 
Germany, Italy and, in a specialized 
degree, Japan are on nominal 
terms of friendship are imbued 




















with that creed against which the 
triangular paet has been devised. 
Even the sudden di by 
Tokyo of the fact that Communism. 
is more rampant than ever in many. 
parts of China hardly contributes 
to an elucidation of the position. 
Study of the world’s press reveals 
the tendency to fit the red cap on. 
every head which docs not bow 
to Fascism. So although the| 
Spanish Government is controlled 
by a Prime Minister who has de- 
finitely repudiated Communism, its. 
activities are variously described 
by Fascist comnientators as those 
of “Marxists,” “Reds,” “Commun- 
ists” and the like. No doubt if the 
present bond of friendship between 
Germany, Japan and Italy be! 
firmly developed, the _ Chinese 
Government may’ expect before 
tong to find itself figuring in the 
telegrams as a Bolshevik organiza- 
tion. General Chiang Kai-shek 
thus seems in danger of being 
charged with a breach of copyright 
vy the Chinese Communists whom 
he has driven into the wilds of the 
North-West. 

General Chiang Kai-shek, simple 
‘man, may resort in his bewilder- 
ment to inquiry of the dictatorial 
philosophers. He will tearn that} 
the great merit of that philosophy is 
that it excludes the possibility of 
criticism. It operates in w vacuum 
which nature may abhor but, 
‘apparently, the surrealists vene- 
rate, Signor Mussolini, for example, 
ls thus enabled to protest his sup- 
port of Hungary's claims to Treaty 
revision and equally to favour 
Halian friendship with the Little 
Entente, at whose territorial ex- 
pense such revision can only be 
effected. Japan has long shown 
herself adept at this procedure. 
Seeking cconomie and political 
eo-operation from China on terms. 
of equality, she does not hesitate to 
deplore the evidence that the 
Chinese Government is strengthen- 
ing its national defences in plain 
endeavour {o remove the reproach 
of being hopelessly antiquated and 
unorganized. That in Tokyo is 
but a choleric word, which in Nan- 
king is flat blasphemy. Even 
Signor Mussolini who has run-the 
gamut of political philosophies in 
his spectacular career—from Com- 
munism to the _neo-Imperialism | 
—will not pretend that his way- 
ward approaches to and retire- 
ments from Germany and France 
in turn can teach Tokyo anything, 
thanks always {0 the irrepressible 
aspirations of the Kwantung 
Army in its self-imposed _ mission 
for the stabilization of the Par East. 
So no indiscreet spokesman, either 
here or across the China Sea, takes 
pains {0 point out that this 
new triangular enigma  confliets:

sgiven them of an appeal to a higher 
tribunal, ‘The German Ambassador 
‘at Moscow immediately took in 
hand the matter of endeavouring to 
save his fellow national’s life, and 
there “for the moment the matter 
hangs fire. ‘The trfal has been com. 
pletely on all fours with that of the 
British engineers in 1933, in which, 
though the defendants were found 
guilty, they were not sentenced to 
death, but rather to imprisonment, 
@ penalty which was cut short by 
the determined action of the British 
government in obtaining extraord- 
inary powers from Parliament to 
stop the greater part of Anglo- 
Russian trade until the prisoners 
were liberated. In that case, as in 
this, the world at large was startled 
by the alleged confession of one of 
the British defendants, though it 
was apparent from the record of 
the trial that the admissions he was 
tlleged to have made were obtained 
by means which could not possibly 
commend themselves to any who 
believe that the administration of 
Justice should follow along lines 
which have commended themselves 
to fair-minded persons at all times. 
Tn the case which has just ended 
the German defendant is reported! 
to have made a confession which on 
the face of it is as ludicrous as it is! 
amazing, Herr Stickling is alleged! 
to have given detailed. testimony 
against himself concerning his 
wrecking netivities in the Severnaya 
‘Mine, his criminal connections with 
‘a Russian to whom he is alleged to, 
have given instructions concerning’ 
wrecking attempts, and the admis- 
sion that he came to Russia for the 
purpose of assisting in a plan 
already drawn up, and for the: 
furtherance of Fascism, 

It may be very eynical, but it is 
not unfair to say that one of the 
features of these trials which the 
Soviet authorities like -to stage is 
the extraordinary facility with 
vhich eonfossions are obtained from; 
‘men {0 be placed on trial for their 
lives! IL is more amazing stilt that 
having sceured such confessions the 
Soviet authorities go through the 
faveo of a trial at all, and the only 
conclusion to be arrived at is that! 
for purposes of ils own the Soviet 
desires either to spread the convie~ 
tion throughout Russia that the 
country is honeycombed with rene 
lionary plotters, or that some failure| 
fn the system has been due to no! 
fault “of the Soviet but to the 
machinations of its enemies, If 
clther of these motives is the cor~ 
eet one, then it is obvious that any 
man oF group of men charged with 
such activities cannot hope 0 
‘escape condemnation; their acquittal 
would mean that the Soviet had 
heen proved to be wrong, and that 
could never be allowed. Once its 
infatlibitity in such matiers is sue~ 
cessfully contested the authority of 
the Soviet is weakened; its vindiea- 
tion may mean the transfer of 
blame for some failure or mistake 
{0 the alleged enemies of tho state. 
Tt is inconceivable that all the pro- 
sels with which the Soviet is 
‘engaged for the improvement of the 
country can be successful. ‘There 
must naturally be a certain ratio| 
of failure, but for the purposes of 
the Sovict form of government it 
is necessary to make the people 
etieve that lack of success arises 
not from the inherent qualities 
anilitating against it, but because of 
the conspiracy of some evilly dis- 
posed group of persons wich, if it 
does not exist, has to be fabricated, 

It may be argued that so long as: 
such a course of conduct is followed 
by a government against its own 
people it is no concern of outsiders. 
‘That is, of course, true, but the fact: 
that stich a procedure is utterly 
repugnant {0 all sense of justice 
makes it a matter for universal 
comment, When, however, citizens: 
of other countries, residing in 
Russla become involved the affair 
‘assumes an entirely different aspect. 
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It Is generally accepted that it is the 
duly of a State to protect its 
nationals as far as possible, even if 
they go to some foreign ‘land to 
trade and reside. Often all that 
can be done when such a person 
falls foul of the law is to make sure 
that he is granted a fair trial, and 
{in the past States have taken very 
firm action where they have 
believed this not to be the case. 
Precedent for whatever steps Ger 
many may take can be found in the 
firm, almost abrupt manner in 
which Great Britain handled the 
trial of the British engincers.. ‘The 
Government was then supported by 
the indignation of the whole nation. 
‘The Reich is in exactly the same 
position and has exactly the same 
support. ‘The Soviet Government 
must have realized all that before 
it set in train the proceedings which 
have just come to an ond. It is 
ditfieult, therefore, to avoid the con- 
clusion ‘that the whole affair was 
designed for the express purpose of 
keeping the peace of the world in 
a slate of seething uncertainty, to 
‘maintain that instability which is} 
uiving the statesmen of the world 
s0 much anxiety. Had Moscow 
‘merely ordered the expulsion of 
Herr Stickling it would have been 
well within its rights and little com- 
plaint could have properly been 
made, but when justice is redueod. 
to a sorry farce, as it has been in 
this case, the insult fo human in- 
telligence is something not casily to 
be tolerated. In the circumstances 
the indignation of Germany ean be| 
well understood, that of Taly is 
perhaps a little unreal, but from the 
rest of the world there will un- 
doubtedly be unclerstanding and 
sympathy for Germany in this 
matter. . .

acted as screens for insurgent naval 
action and, in referring specifically 
to Sunday’s submarine attack on the! 
cruiser Cervantes at Cartagena, the 
Valencia authorities declare that the 
torpedo fired is not of Italian or| 
Spanish make and add that a Ger- 
‘man warship was seen in the neigh- 
bourhood of the harbour on Sunday 
morning. ‘This has been partly 
denied by the German Government, 
Dut at the same time British reports. 
appear to have confirmed one point 
of the Spanish story by asserling. 
that a German warship was seen 








‘The diMculty of reconeiling all 
these conflicting versions will be 
appreciated, It cannot be said that 
‘anyone of the three partisans is dis 
rect in cultivating the attitude of 
non-intervention. ‘The other day 
Mr. Anthony Eden expressed the 
opinion that neither Germany nor 
Ttaly was as culpable as Soviet 
‘Russia in that respeet, judging from 
the reports before the Committee. 
Whether Italy's activities in Majorca 
have been correetly deseribed by 
the Spanish Government, is open to 
doubt, but the apparently uncor 
tradicied assertion that several 
Soviet. merchant ships carrying 
munitions {0 Spain are being 
escorted by Sovict naval vessels 
-points to the accuracy of Mr. Eden's 
‘assessment. The difficulty, of 
course, lies in the fact that the 
Spanish Government on the one 
side and its enemies on the other 
would willingly grasp at any 
‘material or moral support in the 
prosent struggle. The crusading 
zeal of adherents to the Communist 
and Fascist creeds has unhappily 
been most marked; it gives 
European statesmanship at the 
moment the greatest anxiety. 


‘The British Government, cordial- 
ly adopting the line which 0. Leon 
Blum has suggested, is determined 
to use all its efforts to maintain 
neutrality. In a sense the British 
‘and French delegates to the Non- 
Intervention Committee are charged 
with the delicate task of composing 
their colleagues’ fervour. The 
special step taken by the British 
Government to impose a statutory 
ban on the carriage of munitions to 
Spain by British ships trom ports 
outside Great Britain will make the 
present embargo applicable to such 
ships on leaving British ports im- 
possible of evasion. Nevertheless it 
is essential that the altitude of the 
“crusaders” should be understood. 
In their present mood, all three of 
them find it far more dimcult to 
bo “noutrally-mindea” than do 
‘other countries. This docs not lessen 
the danger of their enthuslasm, 
although it may mitigate the offence, 
without, unfortunately, making the 
solution of the problem any easier. 
Casual events tend moreover to 
stimulate rather than allay partisan 
feeling and the stability of European 
relationships is thereby further en- 
dangered. Thus Germany and 
Maly are in the ecstasy of their 
recent declarations on the evils of 
‘Communism and are clearly imbued 
with the belief that they havea 
holy mission to wage war on that 
doctrine wherever they see it Ukely 
to find it rampant. In due course 
it may be possible to bring these 
crusaders to a realization of the in- 
trinsie fallacy of their conviction 
that they are serving the interests 
of Eurdpean peace. Just now that 
process of persuasion has to be dif- 
Adently applied. ‘The actions of the 
Soviet Government cannot be said 
to encourage it, for Russia too is 
the vietim of the same crusading 
zeal in the opposite direction. 


Lord Halifax has put his anger| 











in this grim situation. He does not} 
believe that any responsible govern-| 
‘ment would plunge Europe into war| 
for the mere satisfaction of assert-| 
ing the efficacy of a particular 
system of national thought in solu- 
tion of a foreign country’s affairs. 
If it be possible heavily to discount 
some of the reports regarding Gor- 
man and Italian movements, then 
there is reason to hold that the 
‘Non-Intervention Committee may) 
preserve its integrity, ‘The para- 
doxical feature of the situation lies 
ir the fact that, whereas a de- 
mocratie country like Great Britain 
hhas been able effectively—so far as 
can be judged—to maintain her 
nationals’ neutrality, the countries 
which admittedly accept the over- 
riding authority of the State in 
every department of life are ap-| 
parently unable to convince the 
world that their neutrality has re~ 
mained . unimpaired. Now _that| 
Germany and Italy have taken the 
decisive step of recognizing General 
Franco's Government their positions| 
become all the more equivocal. It 
behoves Soviet Russia, in’ the 
circumstances, to be exceedingly 
wary, but that is exactly what 
Soviet Russia scoms disinclined to 
bbe and if half the reports of the as- 
sistance which she Is rendering to| 
the Spanish Government are true, 
she is definitely provoking counter- 
action by the two Fascist powers. 
Great Britain and France, in this 
grave cmergency, are ondeavouring | 
to tighten up the observance of| 
neutrality in the fullest sense of the| 
term. They perceive the unreality| 
‘of the claim to interference with! 
the internal affairs of Spain, 
although they cannot be blind to the| 
extent to which that claim has 
already been enforced on one side 
or the other. At all costs the crazy 
notion of setting the world in arms 
for a gigantic duel to establish the 
dominance of one of two doctrinal 
theories must be discouraged. 
Sobriety still exists in Great Britain| 
and France to strengthen the hands 
of the Non-Intervention Committee. 
It is to be hoped that the better 
judgment of the threo crusaders| 
will find scope for expression and 
so save them from themselves.

WAR DEBTS AGAIN 

rhe reports that France and pos- 
sibly Maly propose reopening dis- 
eussions on the subject of the pay- 
ment of their debts to the United 
States, has aroused in some quarters 
fa beliee that Great Britain will take 
this opportunity of doing the same 
thing. "The maller is not so simple, 
however, as would appear on super= 
ficial examination, for it fs clear 
that the ease of Great Britain is not 
on all fours with those of France and 
Tlaly. ‘Those. two countries owe to. 
Britain ‘no fess. than £1,000,000,000, 
while the British debt to the United 
States as on October 1, 1094 was 
£040,000,000 at the present rate of 
‘exchange. Payments of war debts by 
the "two countries ‘mentioned | to 
Britain’ were suspended, as a result 
of the Lausanne Conferesice on July 2, 
1992, and it is apparent that, if there 
fs to be any real prospect of Britain| 
resuming payment of her debt to the 
United States, it will be necessary 
that she should receive no incon 





siderable sums from both her ¢wo 
cblor countries. Without going into 
the rights and wrongs of the unfor- 
tunate situation which ‘has aricen, it 
seems that the debt question can 
only be effectively settled by con- 
‘sideration of the whole problem. for| 
if Haly and France are to make 
payments only to the United States, 
then it is dificult to see how Great 
Britain with the expenditure she is 
at present facing and the praspect 
‘of having trouble in, balancing the 
resont Budget, can be expecied to 
Fesume shouldering a burden which 
proved heavy in the past and is ike 
Ty to do so in the future. It was no 
Ile gesture that Lord Balfour made 
when he suggested the mutual can- 
cellation of the War Debis. It scems| 
‘even now the only rewsonable method 
‘of getting rid of the present impasse, 
for payments in gold are stil likely 
to Be a source of embarrassment to 
the government of the United Stites, 
While the economic position of thai 
country does not yet permit of her 
Feceiving those payments in kind 
‘which have been offered In the past 
‘andl declined.

FOUNDING OF ARMY 
MEDICAL SCHOOL 


Anniversary of Institution 
‘ Celebration 


‘The Sith anniversary of the found 
ing of the Army Medical School at 
Nanking, one of the oldest medical 
schools in Chino, was fittingly cele- 
‘brated in a brief ‘but impressive core 
mony held-at the school on Novem: 
ber 24. 

Presiding over the corem 
3. Heng Liu, Director of the 
Health Administration and coneur- 
rently Principal of the School,  re- 
‘ported on the history of tho Institute 
‘and plans for its future development, 
Afler the ceremony, the guests, being 
mostly government’ and educational 
leaders, made an inspection of the 
school,” The three exhibition rooms 
of pathology and bacteriology, ana- 
tomy and physiology, atiraeted most 
attention. 

Boing the principal institute in the 
country for’ the training of army 
‘medical offers, the School was eslab- 
Ushed in 1902 at Tientain as the Pol- 
yang Medical School. Upon the 
establishment, ot the Chinese Repub- 
We in 1912 It'was renamed the Army 
‘Medical School. In 1018 it was ro- 
moved from Tientsin to Pelping (then 
‘called Peking) and in 1933 from Pel- 
ping to Nanking. 

The School has two main depart- 
ments, ‘medicine and pharmacology. 
Up tilt the present altogether 145 
students have been graduated, inelud- 
ing 1,085 from the department of 
medicine and 300 from the dopart- 
‘ment of pharmacology. Most of them 
serve in the army and various army 
hospitals. ‘The present number of 
students is 102—Centrat News.

He 
found it really contained gold and 
predicted it would bring at least $50 
fand it was found to be even more 
valuable, 

Recently another appeared with a 
motallic silk-worm about two inches 
ong. It had been turned out in the 
soil and the finder’s desire for gold 
was father to the thought that it 
was a treasure and, noticing one 
night as it lay upon the windowsitt 
that it reflected Jight he felt con- 
vineed that he was correct. Some 
fof the envious neighbours reported 
the find to the official nd as the 
story spread it grew, so that the 
official supposed there pad been a 
eal treasure discovered. 

‘The law here it seems ts very 
strict that anything valuable sound 
must be reported—so_ the oifleal 
ealled him in to ask concerning it 
wishing to wet possession of it. The 
Ander had his wits about him and 
told the offcial that he had planned 
to Present it to the Governor. After 
fan examination he was allowed to 
curry It home and as he wanted to 
Krrow ils real worth he brought it 
fo this teacher, To. his great dis~ 
appointment it proved to be gilded 
brass, It is thought to be an object 
Of worship for those who raise the 
worms in silkt culture but many of 
thesa as searabs for example re of 
some value as amulets, 


Ceremony at Confuclus’ Grave 


“Bread east upon the waters” re 
sulted in several of our foreign com- 
munity having a unique experience

‘Tota! Production Unknown 


What the total production of opium 
in Suiyuan is to-day, the writer could 
not Tear accurately. but the follow- 
In Agures will indicate the prspor- 
tions of the crop. From a repart of 
the provinelal xovernment, fines col- 
ected trom opium growers during] 
the first six ‘months of 1936 totalled, 
'$730.000, "Those fines are the same as 
the farm tax, but the word “Ane” is 
atain a faco-saving device. ‘The fine 
‘on one mow of land varies from ten 
to sixteon dollars,-according to the 
nature of the Iand,

transportation of opium is from four 
to five times that on poppy cullivae 
tion, Indicating between six and 
seven million dollars annually from 
transportation alone. 

In 1924 Suiyuan did make an 
honest drive to suppress opium 
smoking and poppy cultivation. Mar- 
shal Yen Hsieshan at that time was 
‘also. suppressing importations which 
assisted the Sulyuan officials. But 
the Sulyuan campalgn lasted only 
‘one year, for three very good rea 
fons. In’ the first place, opium had 
‘been the prineipal crop’ of Suiyuan, 
shipped eastward in exchange | for 
food stuffs from the North China 
plain, As soon as opium aereaxe de 
lined, evedit became poor and a food 
shortage arose. Secondly, the sup- 
pression of smoking was ineffective, 
resulting in large importations of 
‘opium from’ Kansu, and. the outflow 











of all coins in Suiyuan, thus produc- 
ing a financiat crisis. Finally, the 
provinelal government hdd" been 


{olally dependent upon the opium taxes 
for lis revenues, and was therefore 
feeling the pinch even the frst year. 
For these three reasons, opium up: 
pression was abandoned’ in 1925 ond 
hho one has proposed a new campaign, 
since that time, 

‘A survey of agriculture in Suiyuan 
ily yields the reason for the 
neglect af foud erops in preference 10 
opium, Sulyuan does have numerous 
varleties of grains, and is specially 
noted for mnatzu, or einp seed, from 
Wiileh both food and oll is produced. 











In cast Sulyuan, around Fengehen and 
Pingtichen, there are more than ten 
transportation companies handling 
hemp sced exclusively, mostly for 
‘export to foreign couniries. But de- 
spite this ready market, both the| 
government and the farmer prefer to| 
‘grow opium because trom one mow 
‘of hemp seed the farmer can make 
$3 profit and the government will 
collect a 7-cent. tax, 

For the same area of opium, the 
farmer receives 150 ounces of opium 
Viquor, which he dries in the sun to| 
make 'S0 ounces of prepared opium.| 
‘The average wholesaler of opium in 
Suiyuan will pay $1 an ounce, which 
gives the farmer a gross income of| 
$150, out of which he must pay his| 
fine of from $12 to $16. 


Shorter Growing Season 


Another advantage of opium over 
hemp seed is the shorter growing| 
season, Poppies require but 100 days| 
to maiure and local bankers _are| 
more willing to finance an opium 
crop, both because of its rapid growth. 
‘and ‘beeause of its ready market. All 
in all, it is not diMeult to understand 
why agricultural erops have been re- 
Tegated to the less desirable londs 
and why some writers have even 
sald that Suiyuan has mo agriculture| 
at all 

‘Turning (o the subject of smoking, 
Mr. Fong says that the consumption 
fof opium in the provinee is universal 
(He uses the same expression in 
Chinese which we would use for: 
universal education in the West). 
Rich families smoke as they tradi. 
tionally did.” ‘The only change in the 
last ton years is the great matority 
of coolies who have contracted the 
habit, In the course of his journey; 
‘Mr. Fang noticed many coolles who 
were too poor to buy shoes, but who 
frequented opium dens. A’coolic In 
that province earns from 20 to 30 
cents a day, but fortunately his food 
costs only 10 cents a day, the rest| 
Usually going for oplum or clgar- 
ottes, 

Colles Use Publle Dens 


Every shop in cities and towns 
provides oplum for its customers| 
Just as shops in other provinces serve| 
tea or offer. clgnrettes, ‘This the 
writer Knows from frequent experi- 
ences. Most ‘of the _ shopkecpers| 
themselves are smokers; a pipe and 
‘a burning lamp are the most con-| 
spleuous articles as a stranger onters| 
‘the door. Each oplum smoking set, 
that Is a pipe and lamp, must be re 
istered with the government, and 
pay a monthly fee of from $1 to $5. 
(This sounds very high, translator). 
Since the coolies cannot afford to pay’ 
this registration It is obvious that, 
they are forced to use the public! 
smoking dens. 

Public opium shops are very com- 
‘mon, and fenerally make sales to be| 
taken home, and single pipefuls for 
uuse-In the ‘back of the shop. Take 
Chininghsion for example; inthis 
istrict there are more than 60 shops, 
with hundreds of registered pipes for 
public use. ‘The shop receives a 
cence for each Individual pipe, 
which must be produced for inspec: 
lon whenever a government inspec- 
tor drops in. 

‘The native symbol for these opium 
shops is very clever: it is a bamboo: 
tubs, perhaps a foot long and three: 
finches in diametre, dipped in fresh 
onium, and then hung up over the 
door. ‘The odor is one advertisement) 
while the inscription upon the bam- 
boo reads, “This opium Is boiled with 
pure water: 

So much for the xeneral condi-_ 

15 of the opium trade. Next Mr. 
Fang turned a more carfeul eye upon 
Kucisui, the capital, and most im- 
portant’ commercial ‘centre west of 
Kalgan, ‘There the traveller found| 
that although every other type of| 
business was suffering from dapres-_ 
sion, the oplum trade was thriving. 
He found no great interest in the! 
small shops, which catered to local 
smokers, but gave considerable time 
to investigating fifteen large shops, 
which are wholesalers, importers and 
exporters, The owners are the! 
opium magnates of the northwest. 
‘They not only control the total pro- 
duetion of Suiyuan, but direct the 
ports from Kansu and Ninghsia, 
‘and re-export the product to Tlentsin. 


‘Camel Caravans 


For the transportation work from| 
Kansu and Ninghsia, only camels ean| 
be used. Each of the fifteen shops| 
hhas about 108 camels, some  more,| 
some less. Each camel carries 326 
catties on a single trip, or 5,120) 
‘ounces, In other words, if one shop 
sent Its caravan of camels to Ninghsta| 
‘or Kansu on a single trip, it could 
transport half a million ounces of 
finished opium.

A SERIOUS MENACE 
TO JAPAN 


China’s Industrialization 
Progresses Rapidly 


Osaka, Nov. 24. 

“Many industries which are now 
‘steadily’ rising in China will soon be 
‘a serious menace to Japan,” declared 
Mr, Otani, correspondent in Tsingtao 
of ihe Department of Commerce and 
Industry, at a round-table onference 
(of Osaka business-men. 

Mr. Otani said that the industral- 
fzation of China has been progress 
ing rapidly since the enactment of 
the national tariff, In Tsingtao, Ja- 
anese cotton goods are selling only 
to an extent of ten per cent. of the 
tolat consumption, and it is’ feared 
that Japanese goods will eventually 
bbe ousted entirely. 

Sundry industries in China are 
‘unusually active, and sixty per cent, 
of the enamelled ware and’ thermos 
flask’ demand Is belng supplled local 
ly. 

Mr. Otani suggested that Japanese 
traders should concentrate thelr 
efforts on machinery and the raw 
material which China needs in her 
Industrialization, “He also mentioned. 
dyestuffs, woollen goods and chem!- 
cals as prospective lines. 

He added that, if Japanese traders 
studied the Chinese iariff more care- 
fully, they might be able to see other 
opportunities.—Reuter,

Satisfied from the foregoing Aures| 
that the trade is enormous, Other-| 
wise, why do these fifteen shops each 
have 100 camels exclusively for the| 
‘opium trade? In the circumstances, 
it is easy to understand why the| 
‘opium dealers are the commercial 
‘magnates of Suiyuan, and why the| 
resident of the Chamber of Com- 
merce is the manager of one shop. 

‘Of this huge quantity of opium, 
about half fs sold in Kalgan, and the 
other half “is distributed” to “the 
whole country." ‘The reason why, 
Kalgan has such a large appetite for 
opium is that the Japanese are plac- 
ing large orders for the manufacture 
of morphine and red pills. Beside 
the Japanese market, the provincial 
government of Shansi is also a rood 
‘customer. An average of 20 tons a 
‘month (640,000 ounces) goes by rail 
from Kuelsul to Tatung, where it is 
whipped southward by’ the | Shansi 
government for the manufacture of 
anti-oplum pills (kalyenyuan). 

"The opium which is handled by 
wholesalers in Kuelsul varies in price 
according to the four districts that. 
it is grow in: 
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the 
longest distance is also the cheapest, 
‘Decause it Is of poor quality. These| 
prices are all for local consumption: 
whenever an outside buyer attempts 
to make a purchase, the price Immed- 
ftely rises. 
Guaranteed in ‘Transit 

‘The transportation of opium from 
Kueisul to Tientsin now utilizes two| 
methods, known in Chinese slang ns 
“the big load” and “the small Tend." 
‘The “bis load” moves by railway, 
costs 60 cents an ounce for transpor= 
{ation and protection, all. taxes In- 
cluded, and is free from bandits. This 
route Is guaranteed by the provincial 
governments of Sulyuan, Charhar, and. 
‘Wopei, and by the Japanese military, 
authorities. 

‘The “small load” travels by mule 
cart and goes overland to Tientsin. 
Although this method is called smus-| 
sling, it really is not, beeaus» the| 
carter must pay tribute for protec- 
tion to every district through whieh 
hhis cart passes: this costs 40 cents. 
fan ounce for the whole trip, and Is| 
much dangerous because of bandits, 
Tt is needless to point out that 
since each sien isa part 
of the provincial government, ‘and| 
since a part of this opium revenue is| 
recorded on the budget which Is sent] 
by the district officials to the prov- 
ince, the so-ealled smuggling cannot 
be unknown to the men responsible| 
for suppressing It. 

‘Opium in the “small load,” is pack- 
ed in small wooden cases, bearing. 
three seals of guarantee, ‘from the| 
Provincial Opium Bureau Militia of 
‘Suiyuan, trom the office of the Paci- 
cation Commissioner of Suiyuan and| 
from the Sulyuan Land Bank. 

Mr. Fang concludes his creditable 
investigation with three generaliza- 
tions. First, the opium problem of| 
Suiyuan is significant not because of| 
{ts local consumption, but because It 
‘acts as an assembling point and ex- 
port depot for the entire northwest. 
‘Second, the problem is therefore not 
local but national and third, the at- 
tempt at suppression in 1925 shows| 
clearly that opium is a 
Which entangles the people's food. 
supply, the whole revenue of Sul- 
yuan, and the currency; and there- 
fore'no more attempts should be| 
made to solve the problem until the 
national government is williny to]

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TRIBUTE TO CHIANG BY 
SIR F. L.-ROSS 


Leader Proven to Be First 
Rank Statesman 


London, Nov, 24. 

‘A tribute {0 Gen, Chiang. Kal-shek 
was pald by Sir Frederick Lelth-Ross, 
Chief Economic Adviser to the Bri: 
tish Government, in a speceh devoted 
‘mainly to China’ at a luncheon, given 
in his honour, by the Royal Empire 
Society to-day. 

“Gen, Chiang.” he declared, “has 
shown himself to be a statesman of 
the frst rank in handling the political 
situation. I believe that public opin- 
fon stands Armly behind the present 
Government, It has done an immense 
amount, in face of great dimeulties, 
without external help to reconstruct 
China after a long elvil strife, 

“We may hope that the Govern- 
ment under Gen, Chiang will eon- 
tinue long enough to consolidate its 
‘administration ona stable basis and 
‘evolve a constitutional system. which 
wilt maintain stability in the future.” 

Sir Frederick declared that, ‘when 
he left China in June, there were 
‘many prophets of gloom. “In fact,” 
he proceeded, “alt has” gone well. 
Exchange has been maintained firmly 
and without” dimeulty; the Com- 
‘munists in Shangsi have been driven 
‘back to the mountains; the damage 
caused by smuggling has been clr 
cumseribed; ond the danger of civil 
war in the southwest has been eli 
‘minated by agreement. ‘The National 
Government Js now in full authority 
‘over the whole of China.” 

“Only if you cin make Journeys in 
Europe equal to those easily accom= 
Dilshable in China without passing 
districts where there are. signs of 
trouble,” “Sir Frederick proceeded, 
‘ean you say that China Is in 
more disorderly state than Evrope, 


‘Frying to Go Teo Fast 

“Considering the huge size of her 
population, China Is reasonably tran~ 
quit and peaceful, and trade can be 
carried out without diMeulty in moat 
of the country, 

Sir Frederick drew attention to the 
amazing rapidity with which reforms 
‘and developments had been carried 
out by the Government “during the 
past five years. In this connection, 
he mentioned road and rallway con: 
struction and legislative reform, 

“The danger,” he sald, “is not that 
China is progressing too slowly but 
‘that she is trying 10 go too fast." 

Paying a tribute to the success of 
the Chinese currency reform, Sir 
Frederick sald that China was’ no 
probably a creditor on current intor~ 
national account, 

‘Of course," he continued, “much 
has yet to be done. “China's currency 
reform needs to be completed by the 
reorganization of the Central Bank 
her budget needs to be balanced, and 
hor public ‘service needs to be ‘re- 
formed and strengthened, 

"I believe that the Government is 
working on the right lines. ‘The 
fundamental conditions for the devel 
‘opment of trade are present.” 

"The speaker also paid a tribute to 
the rallway loan sottiements as a 
fenuine effort to put China's house 
{in order, ‘The move should open the 
door to" fresh long-term borrowing, 
whieh was the right method of finane: 
ing railway construction, 

‘Welcoming Mr. W. M. iirkpatrick’s 
appointment ag representative — in 
China of the Export Credits Guaran- 
{eo Department, Sir Frederick en 
phasized that “our export guarantees 
‘Gre not subsidies. ‘They run on 
strictly commercial tines and are an 
Insurance against credit risks, T be- 
Have that properly prepared schemes 
wil entail no greater risk in China 
than in other countries.” 









































‘Troubles External 

Sir Frederick believed that the 
main “visk’ was -exlernal political 
troubles. 

In this connection, he quoted the 
statement of Mr. Anthony Eden, the 
Forelgn  Scerotary, in the House of | 
Commons on November § emphasiz~ 
ing’ that there were definite indica 
tion of a distinet casing of Sino- 
Japanese tension and expressing the 
hope that a revival of the. former 
tense situation would be avoided. 

Referring to his two visits to Japan, 
sir Frederick said: "We should feel 
‘much sympathy with Japan's dimeul- 
ties, which are very” similar to our

probably belonged 16 father, mother,

skulls recently discovered at Chow- 
kowlien, 35 miles west of Peiping, 
which, “with two previously "dis: 
covered, as well as many pieces of 
‘skulls, jaws, and about 100 teeth, he 
tleserited as the richest material con- 
nected with early man. ever dis- 
covered. 

‘The new skulls belong to an adult 
man and. an adult woman, ‘The 
woman's skull shows little anatomical 
difference from the Pithecanthropus, 
whereas the male skull is nearer the 
neanderthal man, 

Professor Weldenreich considers 
the tolal finds of the “Peking Man” 
represent the - links between the 
Pithecanhtropus and the European 
Neanderthal man. He declared the 
new discoveries will withstand any 
Possible objeciton to the view that 
man is descended from the authro- 
Poidlike hominid type. “The skull 
and tooth remains of Sinanthropus 
at our disposal,” he added, “con 
stitute the richest and most com- 
plete collection of human fossils ever 
recorded and the most unique in 
every respec”

- CHANGES IN ASIA 
ANALYZED 


‘Talk to American Women by 
Dr. Usang Ly 


‘Who Is responsible for the re- 
solution in Asia"? was the opening: 
remark of Dr. J. Usang Ly in his 
talk to the members of A. A. U. W. 
‘and thelr friends In the Foreign 
YM.C.A, on Nov. 23. “What Is it, and 
what may be Ils effect?" he contin 
ued, 

‘Asia is the largest of all countries 
In point. of population, Civilization 
Jn Asia is the oldest of humankin« 
To speak in metaphor, Asia Is lke 
the old man of ‘the ‘family going 
through terrible changes. For nearly 
17 conturies Asia has possested ad- 
vanced elvilization, organization, re- 
Hiaion and intellect, Tt has remalned 
stable up to this time, 

About the Mth century, asserted 
Dr. Ly, a few European nations felt 
the need fo expand, One of them 
sought Asia and discovered Amer- 
fea by ‘accident. But one and al 
eventually, found Asia, During the 
19th century. these nations, - plus 
others, went through periods of na- 
tionalism accompanied by Industelal- 
ism. As everybody knows, Intensely 
operated industries ned a’ source of 
supply for manufactured products, 
and a market to absorb those pro: 
Gels. Politically uncomplicated Asia 
resented a perfect answer to ox: 
panding industrlalism of other ‘coun. 
{rles. There bean developments. in 
stock companies, Insurance, securities 
‘and monopolies’ that made Asia ® 
serambled ea. 

‘with what result?” querled Dr. 
Lie, With the result that In China, 
the Chinese, watching the ways of 
new people, ‘were filled with desires 
to live as they did. have the advant= 
ages for children they offered, grasp 
modern methods as the foreigner used 
them. There was an awakening In 
China's breast of new ideas and new 
Ideals, No longer was agriculture, 
trade’ and teaching suMclent for 
voeation or avocation, Sefenee, travel 
and the compradore system, if dill- 
ently applied, ‘brought. wealth, 
education, relaxation and leisure, 

Dr. Ly sald much is yet to follow. 
‘Men’ and women are free from the 
binding old Ideas. The new lberty 
will lead them to far reaches if they 
but apply ability. The application 
of ability will gain power, and by 
power they will become rulers. Dr, 
Ly firmly believes that religion must 
collaborate with this newness.

Huang Jen-chib, a member of the 
Shanghai Civie Assoclation, Mr, Loh 
King-sze, executive member of the 
‘Shanghai Kuomintang, Dr. F.C. Yen, 
superintendent of the First "Hospital 
of Red Cross Society of China, and 
Dr, Pang King-chow, also of’ ‘the 
Red Cross Hospital. Mr. Lo Yu-yen, 
who also travelled to Sulyuan, still 
remains in the north, 

Leaving in a private aeroplane 
ent to the party by Gen, Chang 
Houcheliang at 10 am. on ‘Mondo 
the delegates reached Slan at 5 pm.

Gen. Chiang Interviewed 

Among the leaders interviewed by 
the delegation on the trip were Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek, Gen, Yen Hie 
shan, Pacifleation Commissioner for 
Shansi, and Gen. Fu Tso-yl, Chair 
man of the Sulyuan Provinelal 
Government, all of whom expressed 
gratifieation’at the support given by 
the Shanghal residents 

‘According to Gen, Fu, the dele- 
gates reported, all the contributions 
were set aside to be distributed only 
by specifie orders by Gen, Chiang 
Kal-shek and Gen, Yen ‘Hsl-shan, 
Led by Mme, Yen Hu-cheng and 
Mme, Shao Lih-tso, the Shensi 
populace are also collecting funds 
for the Sulyuan defenders. 

Since the opening of hostilities, 
four aeroplanes had been shot down 
by the defenders, the delegates sald, 
and the capturo ‘of Pailingmlao was 
undoubtedly the biggest victory of 
the defenders. A large quantity of 
munitions and other supplies, ine 
cluding 20,000 bags of flour and a 
large quantity of gasoline were 
seized, ; 


On their return trip, the delegates 
‘encountered a .sand-storm while on 
thelr way to Loyang. The ‘plane 
had to climb as high up as 14,000 
feet in order to fly above the storm, 
In conclusion, the delegates pald 
warm tribute to the generals and 
thelr men for thelr defence of 
Chinese territory. Hope was also 
expressed that the Invaders, who 
had been apparently ulllized’ by. 
“certain party,” would repent and 
surrender to the Central Govern- 
ment,

Used Husband's Equipment 

After settling her husband's affairs 
and taking a short rest in Pelping, 
‘Mrs, Harkness left Shanghai the latter 
part of September, “She slipped out 
of town quietly. Few people knew 
what she was atiempting to do, There 
was only a brief paragraph In the 
newspapers saying that Mr. Young 
was leaving on an expedition. That 
was all, Mrs. Harkness was not even 
mentioned. 

Never having been on an “expedi 
tion,” Mrs. Harkness was somewhat 
fat a loss as to how 10 proceed until 
she’ was fortunate enough 0 secure 
the services of the youthful Chinese 
explorer and sportsman, Yang Di 
Lin, whose English name’ ts Quentl 
Young, namesake of Quentin Roose- 
velt, His brother, Jack. Young, 
hunted Giant Panda in 3929, with 
‘Theodore and “Quentin Roosevelt. 
‘They secured a skin which is now 
mounted, in the Field Museum of 
Chicago, 

he used her husband's equipment,

“Everything T had," replied Mrs. 
Harkness, “But 1 decided to have o 
final fling and back my last cent. on 
the millon to one chance that the 
expedition would be a success and 
that we'd either shoot or capture a 
Panda.” 

‘While inspecting traps with hunters 
in dense bamboo jungle, the natives 
raised the ery of “Bel Shung.” Mrs, 
Harkness and Mr. Young themselves 
did not see the animal ax the jungle 
‘was "so dense that visibility was 
limited to a few yards. ‘The hunters 
fired at the Panda which disappeared. 

“Su-tin’, the Baby Panda was found 
in a hollow tree trunk, elght days 
north of Chengtu. But let Mrs. 
Harkness tell the story... 

“The hunters had "gone | ahead.

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EVOLUTION OF THE 


Its Tradition and Tech 





‘That the Chinese theatre requires 
intelligence, ‘not imagination, to be 
understood,” was the contention of 
eho spoke on tho 
tradition ‘and technique ‘of the Chi- 
nnese theatre at the International Arts 
‘Theatre, 85 Museum Rond, on Nover-| 
ber 23. He sald that the general 
conception of symbolism in ‘regard 
fo the art of “the ‘Chinese theatre 
was Incorrect. It was neither 
symbolism, naturalism nor realism, 
ut what ‘he termed “patternism.” 
Dr. Chang, scholar and philosopher, 
who accompanied Dr. Moi Lan-fang 
on both his tour to America and 
Soviet Russia, has the distinction of 
having been’ the. first to produce 
Ibsen's plays in China, is the author 
of several plays, and’ has produced 
fone of Rabindranath Tagore's with 
great success in Peiping. In addi- 
tion to having been a visiting pro- 
fessor at the universities of Chicago 
and Hawaii, he was exchange lecturer 











for the British Universities China 
Commission last year. He -returned 
recently from" the International 


Pacific Relations Conference held at 


Yosemite, where he 1 represented 
China, 
Dr.” Chang began his locture by 


tracing the evolution of the Chinese 
theatre whieh, he said, actually 
emerged only 300 years ago and was 
composite art ‘made up of the 
elements of dancing, acting, miming, 
aerobaties, story-telling, etc, devel- 
‘oped 700 "years. Songs became most 
important during the Yuan dynasty, 
ut the development of lyries came 
with the Tang dynasty, and the. re- 
marriage of poetry ond mi h 
the Sung dynasty. 
‘The First Stage 

‘The Yuan dynasty also saw the 

roduction of drama as the term is 
understood to-day, the frst form being 
in “four turns,” as the Chinese call 
i, with a prologue and sometimes, an 
Interlude, A feature of it was that 
only one person was allowed to sing, 
thus revealing the origin of that 
particular theatre. ‘The singer was 
‘Accompanied by the pi-pa. During 
the Ming dynasty in the Afteenth and 
sixteenth centuries, a raised stage in 
stead of a common platform was used 
for the first time. ‘The music was 
‘more complicated and all the actors 
sang. The plays were longer, even 
Fomances being glven, and.were ac- 
companied by the fute which greatly 
fnfluenced the technique of singing. 
In the nineteenth century, the 30- 
called Peking theatre emerged, and 
stylistic form of make-up, ‘more 
definite in design, and using a 
brush instead of the Ming method of 
putting on colour with fingers, came 
into being. 

Dr. Chang, though still in his early 
forties, recalled how during his youth

jam had not corrupted the theatre, 
no tlekets were issued, people simply 
came and sat at tables and paid for 
thelr, tea, Others who came and 
found no seats just stood around and 
watched without’ paying even. this 
small sum, It was then pure art and 
‘one saw donkey-drivers, people from 
all walks of Iife enjoying and appre- 
lating its fine points. They were the 
real eritles, he asserted, 
‘The present star system, which did 
not exist in the day of the real Peking 
rama, he held mainly responsible for 
latter's decadence. Even the 
realest star of the olden days did 
hot get more than ten times as much 
fas the poorest paid assistant, Nowa- 
days a stor earned anything from 
$10,000 to $20,000 per month, while 
Tower grade players earned only n few 
dollars, and this was having Its effect 
‘on the theatre. 











Nature of Technique 


In describing the nature of Chineso 
theatrical technique, Dr. Chang sald 
that it is not so-called realism, which 
may merely be a photographie imita- 
tion of actuality. The Chinese theatre 
avolds actuality and is nol symbolic. Tt 
really consisted of beautiful patterns 
Which Were woven into a composite 
whole. For the execution of good. 
patterns, two things were absolutely 
necessary; they must be soundly sot 
‘and aedthetically satistying. By the 
former, Dr. Chang explained, the 
patterns of movement must be logi- 
eal_and rational, while the latter 
essential must possess beauty. rhythm 
‘and symmetry. Patternism applied 
ot only to acting but to music and 
clothes "as well. “For instance, in a 
play called “The Fisherman's Daugh- 
ter,” the patiernism was carried out 
In her dress which, though made of 
silk, hud patches on it, which was a 
good example of a pattern being 
soundly set and aesthetically satisfy 











ing. 

Referring to the common idea that: 
the whip was symbolic of a horse, 
Dr. Chang said that this was not the 
case. Actually Chinese do not im- 
agine a horse when they see a whi 
‘To. them it indicates that the man 
holding the whip is going to execute 
patterns which have to do with the 
man's relations to the horse, 

‘Two points which might be raised 
in connection with the Chinese 
theatre were what constituted great 
ness in an actor and what chance 
there was for progress. Dr. Chany 
considered that good actors give a 
Sense of Intelligent appreciation of 
detail. a certain keeness and edge, 
oF what the Americans 30 succinctly 
term, 2 "kick" ‘They are also. dis- 
tinguished by heir attention to the 
continulty of patterns, making it 
almost impossible for the audience

Case of Illness 





The life of the rickshaw puller at 
vest is full of hardships. It'ls, how- 
‘ever, at its hardeat when the puller 
iv beset with such misfortunes as 
sickness, invalidity, death and. fire. 
In order to combat these for its 41,000 
members who pull riekshaws licensed 
by the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
he Pullers’ Mutual Ald’ Association 
has set up a series of organizations, 
‘eq, elinies and hospital “service 10 
fight disease, and lite and disable- 
ment insurance to milixate the con- 
‘sequences of death and accident. 

‘But there are yet other necds to 
bbe foced, viz, whien the sick puller 
ig unable to pull and Is treated by 
the clinic or hospital, his immediate 
dopendents must be supported; when 
he’ Is too old or becomes physically 
AML to pull he and ‘his dependents 
‘itst either be assisted in returning 
to their native district or ve helped 
{in starting some kind of petty trade 
or some other occupation: if his wife 
‘or one of his parents or children dies 
he must be Mnaneially assisted to 
hhave the deceased buried; in the case 
‘of a puller’s being rendered homeless 
atter:a destructive fire, he needs hei 
urgently to find a new shelter for 
himself’ ond his family. 

Since the inception of the Associa 
tion two years ago, such appeals for 
assistanee have been received In lary: 
numbers every day. So the Board 
‘of Management appointed a Relief 
Committee to direct the work. For 
‘the past year this Committee tas con 
sisled of seven members, including 
Col. M. Thomas ‘Tehow (Chairman), 
De... Chiu,.Mr. S.C. King, Mr, 
BP. W. Massey, and Mtr. Anson. 
Wong. The executive work is under

When this Is done, a rice 
ticket Is issued to the applicant with 
whieh he or another member of his 
amily can tako out the stated ainount 
fof ree of designated grade from 
ne of the five rice shops under con- 
tract with the Association. If the 
quantity {s comparatively’ large then 
the rice is usually given in several 
instalments, During the period from 
January. 1, 1938, to September, 30, 
i996, altogether 7,150 cases. of ‘such 
relict, involving the granting of ice 
Costing $18,045.1, have been dealt 
with.”

Funeral Expenses 

Assisiance in funeral expenses — 
Before the insurance scheme against 
death and. disablement for members 
‘went. into operation May 1, 1935, the 
‘Association granted funeral expenses 
Up to $20 in ease of the death of 2 
‘member and up to $20 in caso of that 
of one of his immediate dependents. 
‘Afwr that date, the members have 
heen taken eare of by the insurance 
sahere, but the necd for their de- 
pendenis has remained to be met by 
the relict programme. The procedure 
in handling such cases is similar to 
that adopted for the granting of rico, 
except that instead of a doctor's cer 
tineate, their applicattion for assist~ 
ance must be siimod by a guarantor. 
During the period of twenty-one 
‘months stated above, 625 casts of 
{ineral assistance have been approved 
and a sum of $0496.24 has been dis- 
Dursed for the purpose, whieh is 37 
per cent of the total relief expendi~ 
ture, 

Return to Native Area 

‘Travelling expenses.—Otten pullers 
who become too old or too weak to 
pull rickshaws wish to return to their 
Rative districts and they apply for 
aisistance in the form of travelling 
expenses for themselves and their 
families, When their physical in- 
ability to continue in thelr vocation 
is confirmed by one of the doctors, 
the Association provides them and 
their dependents sith steamboat

Loans for Trade 

Loans for petty trade—Some pul- 
ers who find themselves in a similar 
ligh: but who do not want to leave 
Shanghal often apply for assistance 
to start some kind of petty trade and 
the Association has granted to them 
‘smail “loans” which ‘are really its 
‘of money, as practically none of them 
has been ‘required to pay them back. 
‘The amount granted Is on the same 
seale as cash grants for’ travelling 
expenses, Up to Seplember 30, 1936, 
150 pullers have received such assist~ 
‘ance amounting to $1172 or 4 per 
‘cont. of the relief expenditure. 


Fire Vietims Helped 


Miscellaneous Relief —This includes| 
assistance to members whose homes 
have been destroyed by fire and those 
Who needed such incidental help as 
the supply of spectacles to enable 
them to become licensed as pullers. 
‘Cases of the latter type are, however. 
few out of the total of 183, for which 
$242.26 has been spont. 

From the above it may be seen 
that altogether 8,302 cases of relict 
have ‘been administered during the 
‘twenty-one “months under review, 
Involving the expenditure of  $25.- 
706.80. In ordinary circumstances 
relief, when granted, should be given 
within 48 hours. of" the application. 
For a membership of 41,000 the pro- 
portion receiving relief may be said 
fo be quite large. No worthy cast 
ig known to have been rejected. "The 
Yeliet already given has meant the 
alleviation of real suffering. and the 
‘knowledge that the Association holds 
self ready {o render assistance 
where needed must be a source of 
consolation to the members.

Iustory of ‘Transaction

‘Taking over of Company 


On completion the defendant com- 
pany took over the corporation's 
engineers, including Eardiey, and 
their staff generally; and in pursuance 
of the agreement the corporation 
notified its agents in Delaware on 
May 27, 1930, that it had sold all its 
assets and gone out of business. The 
corporation In fact allowed its char~ 
tor to lapse for non-payment of taxes,

the Generat Corporation Law of the| 
State of Delaware (Ch. 68, Revised 
Code of 1915, as amended) ‘any cor- 
poration existing under the laws of 
that state whose charter has become 
inoperative by law for non-payment 
of taxes may at any time procure a 
restoration, renewal or revival of its 
charter by’ fling with the Secretary 
Of State a certifieate of its last acting.

‘Thirteon cases, eleven arising out 
‘of the new trame regulations, one 
for the overloading of a lorry, and 
one for a defective rear-light, were 
heard by Mr. C. H. Haines, Registrar, 
in Il, M, Police Court on Nov. 24. In| 
view of the faet that in the majority 
ff the eleven eases the offences com: 
plained of took place only a few days 
Afler Ogtober 15, the Registrar said 
he would only caution the offenders. 
Marden & Co, were fined £1 for the 
overloading of a truck to the extent 
‘of, 1,030 1b. 

Mr, L. Dickinson pleaded guilty to 
having Fanked his car for an extend- 
ed period of 40 minutes on Bubbling 
Well Road, near Park Road, on Octo 
ber 17, and in extenuation sald that 
he thought at the time that that 
particular spot “did not come under 
the regulations.” 

‘Mr. T, E.. Taylor, pleeding guilty 
to having ranked his car for an ex- 
tended period of 30 minutes on Bub- 
bling Well Road, near Seymour Road, 
on October 21, seid that generally 
hie only used his car to take his ehil- 

















‘dren to and from school. A. subse 
quent scrutiny of the regulations 
showed him that he would not have 
committed an offence had he ranked 
‘hig car a mere 200 yards. farther 
down the road. “Mr. A. J. Maitland, 
who said It was his frst offence after 
driving for ten years in Shanghai, 
pleaded guilty to having ranked his

“Chang Ts0-Iin 
“Not guilty,” replied Mr. ES. 
Little when ‘charged with having 
ranked “his car on Bubbling Well 
Toad, north side, near Seymour Road, 
‘on October 23 from 9.20 a.m. to 10.55 
f&m,, exceeding the time allowance 
by''35 minutes. Answering to the 
name of Chang. Tso-lin, Chinese 
Police Sergeant 189 entered the wit- 
‘ness-box, and sald that on the morn- 
ng. in question he had oceasion to 
report a number of ears, including 
that of Mr, Little. ‘The ear was there 
when he arrived at 920 a.m., ond as 
he patrolled only about fifty yards 
up and down the road, he was able 
to see that it did not drive away 
until 1055 am. His evidence was 
supported by acting CPS.

provisions, ‘They, therefore,  exer- 
Elsed considerable care in the matter 
of ranking. 


While Mr, Little was not prepared 
fo swear that his ear did leave on 
the morning in question, he thought 
It quite likely that it aid; he dis 
‘counted the Police evidence on the 
Grounds that the patrols were very 
erratic, His number, for instance, was 
taken by-a constable only a day or 
130 ago, and When he asked the man 
hhow long his beat was, the constable 
sald “from Ferry to Medhurst, Road, 
matter of about 700 yards.”

‘Me, Little said that he had been 
Ariving for over thirty years, cover:

The French 
Police had. once summoned him for 
driving without a rear light, but it 
was merely a matter of paying them 
1a fine of one dollar, without his have 
Ing to go to court ‘on a summons as 
It'he had been “committing a serious 
crime” Furthermore, although he ad: 
‘mitted that the particular part of 
Bubbling Well Road referred to in 
the charge sgninst him was within 
the Prohibited area, it was never 
congested, and “the police might have 
‘Shown a ite leniency. The new 
regulations were to assist trafic and 
hot to pester motorists,” and although 
Tt-dld not apply to the present ease, 























whieh the police allowed to xo un- 
checked. 

“Tam afraid that 1 shall have to 
fand you guilty on the evidence be- 
fore "me," said. the Registrar. “It 
fg quite clear that anything you say 
fg Jn mitigation only.”

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Polished Floor Injury

une for US. $10,000 damages. 
Cooxsen: Mr, HL G. Nelson for Plaintit; 
ir, c. 8, Fratklin for Defendant 
Before Judge Bilton J, Helmick 
(Judgment. Reserved) 

‘The obligations of an employer to| 
‘an employee, who is injured on the 
premises of ‘his or her employment 
in the course of duty. was argued 
before Judge Milton J. Helmick in 
the US, Court for China on Nov. 25 
by counsel appearing inthe US- 
710,000 sult for damages brought by 
Sirs. B.A. Mariepolsky against the 
Shanghai Telephone Company. The 
fase, which opeacd on November 24 
hhas ‘now ‘been concluded so. far as 
evidence and legal argument is con~ 
‘cerned. Counsel have still to fle thelr 
briefs ‘and judgment will be given 
probably some time next week. Mr. 
H. G. Nelson. is appearing for the 
plaintiq, and Mr. C. S. Franklin for 
the defendant company. 

"The ease has arisen out of an ace 
dent, which “happened to the 
plaintift in the Fokien Road Exchange 
Of the Shanghai Telephone Company 
fon February 9, 1934. It is alleged 
that she slipped on the highly polished 
floor of the switeh-room and sat on 
her left log and seriously injured st 
She underwent subsequently long 
medical treatment, much tne being 
‘pent in hospital, and she is stil not 
‘cured. “She is permancntly disabled, 
her counsel affirmed, and there| 
could be no question that she would 
ave more pain and suffering in the 
suture, "He asked the court to reward 
her very substantial damages. 

‘Counsel for the plaintiff, on opening 
the case on November 24, called two} 
witnesses, the plaintltt herself and 
Dr, T. M. Burton, who has been her 
physician for ten years and attended 
to her following her accident. Four 
women, who were in the switch-room, 
when the -aceldent occurred, were 
talled to give evidence by defending 
counsel in the afternoon. 

‘None of the four women, who were 
fn the room when Mrs, Marlepolsky’ 
fell, could tive any reason for the 
‘accident. All said that Mrs. Mariepol~ 
sky had gone up to Mrs. L. D. Price's 
desk and asked for the key of the 
cloakroom. She had reached the 
Goor—some’ said she had opened it 
‘and had her hand on the door knob 
“when she fell. None actually saw 
her fall, Mrs. W. Bardbecr said that 
Mrs, ‘Mariepolsky was standing by 
the door and the next thing she heard 
was a. terrible scream and Mrs. 
‘Mariepolsky was on the floor, 

‘Suffered Much Pain 

‘The plaintiff said that she fell be- 
fore she reached the desk of Mrs. 
Price, to whom she was going for the 
key of the cloakroom.” After. the 
‘accident she was taken to the General 
Hospital where she was attended by 
Dr. Burton who advised hot applica- 
tions. "She sald she suffered intense 
pain in her hip, always in the same 
Place. 

Nearly a fortnight tater an X-ray 
photograph was taken and she was 
put ina plaster cast. When the cast 
Was taken off che could not'move 
the first day. Two days later 
other X-ray was taken, and this time 
BeE. 6. Gaunllett asic, “ie said 
‘the leg was broken and an operation 
‘would. be necessary. No. operation 
was performed and she returned. 
home ‘in June, where a nurse was 
employed \to take care of her, and 
tintil October she was given messages 
by Dr. Kato daily. 

In October she was again taken to! 
the General Hospital. Her hip was! 
swollen ‘and painful’ ond. she wis. 
kept under observation until Decem- 
ber 13, when an operation was per- 
formed by Dr. Gaunilett and Dr. 
Burton, Mer leg was put into splints 
and she stayed in hospital until Feb- 
Tuary 1035 when she was allowed out 
‘and had to wear a steel brace and 
tise crutches, 

Tn eross-examination by Mr. 
Franklin, plaintiff admitted that the 
company had pald her salary during 
the time she ‘was in hospital unt 
February 1935. Her hospital “and 
doctors" bills were also paid and she 
had previously made no elaims on the 
company. 

Plainti™ said that she had been 
employcd by the Shanghai Telephone 























between 6 a.m, and 8 am. and were 
slippery. 
‘Nature of the Floorl 

Two more witnesses were called 
by counsel for the defence on Nov. 25 
Mr. E,W. Hazzard, who hes been 
Practising as an architect for 36 years 
‘and for fifteen years in China, said 
that he had extmined the’ floor of 
Fokien Road Exchange. It was made 
of hardwood, was very well kept 
and was not unduly slippery—certain- 
ly nol as slippery as the floor of the 
court room.  Crosi-examined by Mr. 
Nelson, Mr. Hazard sald that the 
first time he saw the Noor was during 
the summer this year. He agreed 
that that if wax polish was applied, 

not rubbed in sufficiently, the 
floor would become highly. slippery, 
‘Eut if too much wax was left’ on

of the floor. 

Mr, K. Rothe, a Dane, who has 
been’ associated with the Shanghai 
‘Telephone Company from 1902-1906 
‘and from 1926 up to the present date, 
‘sald that there had’ been no changes 
made in the floors of the Fokien 
Road Exchange building since Mrs. 
Marlepolsky met with her accident, 
As far as he knew no change had 
‘been made in the method of main 
taining the floors, 

Other Accidents 

Crosi-examined, Mr. Rothe sald 
that the floors were highly polished 
‘snd were slippery so far as any high> 
iy polished floors were.” He edited

Mr, Nelson, summing up on the o\ 
dence, said that the case |W 
common law one to recover damages:

John Lewis’ ambitious schemes for 
building up his political strength 
‘might fail.” tn that ease Mayor La 
Guardia of New York might take 
Lowis' place as leader of a powerful 
third party movement. La Guardia 
has a’ nation-wide reputation as a 
progressive-Republican.. In New York 
he represents opposition to the con- 
servative (and reputediy dishonest) 
‘Tammany Democratic machine, 

It is even possible that he may be 
riven a seat in President Roosevelt's 
next Cabinet. He would thus occupy 
4 commanding position and even if 
Lowis were successful in his ventures 
Prove a threat to his selection by 
third ‘carly convention as their 
candidate, 


Past Failures Mentioned 


In estimating the possibilities of 
success of a third party s0 constituted 
it should be remembered that a com= 
bination of Farmer Progressive and 
American Federation of Labour su 
port failed to carry more than one 
State for the elder Robert La Folletie 
when he ted a third" party progres- 
sive revolt in 1924, 

‘To have any chance of success a 
third party must have a dynamic 
leader ‘and a clearly defined cause. 
Lincoln and. the anticslavery “issue 
were strong enough to establish the 
Republican Party. 

If history were to repeat itself the 
following series of events would tke 
plage. Tn 1940 the Democrats would 
leet a conservative candidate with 
whose policies after election the 
former ‘President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt would gradually dissgree. 


Delano’s ‘Third Term 
‘To sketch an exact parallel, te 
would enter the Demoeratie Conve 
tion in 1984 demanding his nomina- 
tion for a third term, like his distant | 
cousin ‘Theodore. Unsuccessful in 
this effort he would form a new pro- 
uressive party, possibly called the 
New Deal patty. Division in thi 
ranks of the Democrats would lead 
to Republican victory followed by 
the decline of the New Deal party | 
and the re-establishment of the "

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HANGCHOW WINTER

‘The first warning nip which tells 
of the transformation of | the 
pleasant autumn season into winter 
was felt in Hangchow last week, 
and the few visitors who happened 
to be staying in the city at the time 
had to button up their overcoats 
and don their gloves to prevent it 
from spoiling their enjoyment of the 
many beautiful spots in the city. 
Neither was a trip on the West 
Lake, surely one of the most 
delightful if lazy ways of spending 
an afternoon, to be encouraged be- 
cause of the chill which rose up 
from the placid waters, and froze 
all enjoyment out of the holiday- 
maker who was foolish enough to 
try it. Thus the beautiful Liu’s 
‘Villa, overhanging the waters of the 
lake, the “Island of the Three Pools 
and the Moon's Reflection,” and the 
many other beauty spots to be 
visited during an afternoon's cruise 
‘on the lake, were unthinkable 
unless one was prepared to put up 
with intense discomfort from the 
cold. In place of the many boats, 
all fitted with elean white canopies 
‘and seut covers, and cach contain 
ing a neat little table with a tea pot 
set ready, that ply to and fro over 
the lake during the warmer months, 
fone or two. with their picturesque 
coverings removed, and conveying 
only local residents wishing to take 
‘a short cut across the lake. were to 
be seen, 





Although a throng of visitors in 
Hangchow during the-summer adds| 
to the enjoyment of a holiday, there 
are advantages in visiting the elly 
when few foreign cyes are gazing 
upon its beauties, as then there is 
no one to disturb a full appreciation 
of them. At Ling Yin, for instance, 
where, during the holiday months, 
scores’ of visitors are to be seen 
daily, not a soul was in sight except 
the monks and “guides,” probably 
the biggest public nuisanee in the 
city. These are now so hard up 
for work that they are compelled to 
follow every solitary visitor to the 
temple en masse, each shouting 
‘with monotonous, aggravating per~ 
sisteney “Tiger Buddha, Laughing 
Buddha, Mareo Polo, “Mussolini” 
until a ‘copper or two relieves the 
harassed visitor of this somewhi 
embarrassing attention, ‘The ruins 
of the Hall of the Lohan, which was 
recently burnt to the ground, had 
no comers, except a solitary group 
of monks, who stood and gazed 
gloomily ‘at what was once a 
ieturesque portion of their temple. 

‘This was not the first outbreak 
of fire to oceur at the Ling Yin 
Monastery, as it was burned in the 
‘Sung Dynasty, ayain in the Mi 
Dynasty, and ‘twice in the Ch'i 
dynasty. Those who have visited 
the monastery will be sorry to lear! 
of the complete destruction of th 
Hall of the Lohan. ‘There was 
something ceric, but very appeal- 
ing, about the long rows of silent 
figures, some with grotesque ¢x- 
pressions 
some. fat 
and some bearing expressions of 
calm wisdom. The candle Tight 
Aickering on the gold plaster added 
fo the strange impression whieh 
they made on the visitor.

the saered documents. 

‘The inhabitants of Hanyehow 
cannot, unfortunately, give them- 
selves up entirely to the enjoyment 
of their beautiful lake and mountain 
scenery, or to the tranquillity of 
their surroundings. Above the out- 
ward peacefulness of the city. 
which in spite of the tiresome 
habit of Hangchow taxi-drivers of 
hooting continuously, is always 
practically free from’ noise, there 
sounds a more sinister note,’ Close 
by the city lies a large military 
asrodrome, Chinese Air Force 
“planes .in formation are often to 
bbe soen zooming over the eity. And 
the significanee of Hangehow as a 
military headquarters is well 
known. ‘The citizens, therefore, 
who number about 700,000, are be- 
iy trained in defenge measures 
against an air raid, practices 
frequently being carried out, Last 
week practically the whole city 
seemed to be wending its way to- 
wards one of the temples, in which 




















an aireraft exhibition was being 
held, In spite of preliminary 
doubts, there was no difeulty 


abeutt a foreigner gaining entrance. 
Outside the temple, surrounded by 
an interested crowd, was a pursuit 
‘plane of the Chinese Air Force, 
near which were specimens of 
aerial bombs and machino guns. 
Chinese students were eagerly ox- 
amining an antisaireratt gun. Gal- 
eties of military photographs were 
on view, and great interest was 
aroused ‘by models of fighting 
‘planes, sound detectors, search 
lights, ete,, which formed part of 
the exhibition, Inside the temple 
was a bas-relief plan of the Hang- 
ehow district. A small group was 
listening (oan explanation of the 
working of a parachute, one of 
whieh was on view, and from other 
parts of the temple there came the 
sound of instructors explaining the 
intricacies of some dread instru 
ment of war to simple citizens, who 
can have had no conception of what 
horrors the strange-looking, objects 
could visit upon themselves and 
their homes.

‘The Feeent or of Catholic 
priests in this remote corner of 
Shantung had. greatly strengthened 
this belieg of “theirs.
